Reply to President Truman 
Still Secret 


The White House in Washington last week con- 
firrmed the seport that President Truman had sent 
a letter to Mr. Attlee, the British Prime: Minister. 
asking Britain to admit some scores of thousands 
of displaced Jews in Europe into. Palestine. 

Confirmation of the receipt of a letter was con- 
tained m an announcement issucd, as follows? by 
the Ministry of Information in London on Monday 
night: 

“ Sutements have been made in Washington that 
the Prime Minister has not sent any reply to Presi- 
dent Truman's letter to him of August 31 on the 
subiect of Jewish immigration- into Palestine. 

“In fact, tho Prime Minister sent a reply on 
Sepicmber 16. and ne understood that no furthei 
action would be taken until after Mr. Byrnes, Secre- 
tary of. State. had returned to Washington.” | 


Indignation in America 


Meanwhile, indignation is mounting rapidly in 
Palestine and in America, besides Britain and the 
Dominions, at the apparent inaction of the British 
Government with regard to the Jewish paramount 
need and the failure af the Labour Government. 
although already two months in office. to show anv 
of implementing its anti-White Paper and 
pro-Jewish State policy as expressed in somany ways 
by so many of its leaders before i achieved office 
The fear ts expressed that u is adhering to the fatal 
“ appeasement” policy towards the Arabs that its 
predecessors were notorious for, and that tt 4s 
bemng too much impressed by the bogyman of the 
papyr-maché Arab League and. interested 
apologists ia and outside diplomatic circles 

The situation ts made more tense—and_ the Presi- 
dent's request reinforced—by the disclosure of the 
report made to President Truman by Mr. Earl G 
Harrison, the U:S. representative on the Inter- 
governmental Commitice on Refugees, -which 
Mr. Harrtson describes the “shocking conditions ” 
and treatment of the Jews in Germany. at the 
present time (the report is published in extenso 
eisewhere m this .ssue), 

Ihe rumoured intention of the British Govern- 
ment to refer the question of Palestine and the 
Jews to the as yet unformed United Nations Coun- 
cil, mstead of. as the Manatory Power, coming to 
a bold and just decision to implement the terms ot

“1 proclaim Sabbath, October 6, day of Jewish 
solidarity with remnants of European Jewry. Filled 
with gravest anxiety over circulating rumours re- 
garding Holy Land, which if true foreshadow policy 
that would necessarily” result in measureless addi- 
tional tragedy to Israel. Jews of England expect 
Government keeping faith in regard to Palestine as 
only haven of refuge to survivors of Nazi bestiality. 
—Hertz, Chief Rabbi.” 


MUFTI-HITLER TELEGRAMS 
Secret Correspondence Found 


The New York Times last week published details 
of tclegrams which had been exchanged between 
Hitler and the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, and which 
had been found in Berlin among secret diplomatic 
correspondence, under the heading: “ Volume 13, 
letters and telegrams from heads of foreign States.” 

In a telegram dated July 4. 1942, the Mufti con- 
gratulates Hitler on Rommel’s victories in North 
Alrica, adding that “ the wise policies of the Axis 
Powers will produce a very good echo not only in 
Egypt but also in other Arab lands. The Arab 
people will further continue to fight on your side 
against the common enemy until ultimate victory.” 

Hitler replied thanking the Mufti.

The Harrison Report to 
President Truman 


An insistent demand that Jewish Displaced Per- 
sons in Germany and Austria should be permitted 
fo go to Palestine was uttered by Mr. kart G 
Harrison, U.S Representative on the Intergovern- 
mental Commitice on Refugees. in. a report to 
President . Truman 

Mr. Harrison recently visited Europe at - the 
request of the President to investigate the condi- 
tions under which displaced persons were living 
m Germany and Austria. to inquire into the needs 
of such people, and how the needs were being met 
by the military authorities. the governments of resi 
dence, and private relief bodres. He also tried to 
ascertain the views of possibly. non-repatriable 
persons as to them tuture destinations 

In the course of his report, Mr. Harrison states 

My wstructions were to give. particular atienuion 
to the problems. needs. and views al the Jewrsh 
refueces among tne disptaced pcoplc especially in 
Germany Austria, [he report, particulariy 
this partial report, accordingly, deals in the mam 
with thal group 

D.P.s’ Feeling of Neglect 

On numerous occasions. appreciation was 
expressed by the victims of Nazi persecution tor the 
interest of the Lnined States Government in them 
As my report shows they are in need of attention 
and — help. Up to this pomt they. have — been 

iberated " more in a militdry sense than-actually 
For reasous expldined in the report, their particulas 
probiems,. to this time. have not. deen ‘given atten- 
to any appreciable extent: consequentiy. they 
fee! that thev, who were in so many ways the first 
and worst victems of Naziem, are beite negiected 
By their liberators. 

(1) Generally speaking. three months after V4 
Dav and even longer after the lberation ofl 
individual groups, many Jewish displaced persons 
and other possibly non-repatriables are hving unde! 
guard behind barbed-wire fences im camps. of 
several descriptions (built by the Germans for Slave- 
labourers and Jews) including some of the most 
noiorious OF the concentration - camps amidst 
crowded. frequently unsanitary and generally grim 
conditions, in. complete idleness, wHh no oppor 
tunkyY, except surreptitiously, to communicate. wit!

ON PALESTINE 
Government Speakers Support Jewish 
Case 

Reference to the present cCrisus. In Connection ‘with 
Palesiine was made by Dr: Colin Steyn, South 
African Minister ot Justice. addressing. a mecting 
held tn Pretoria to promote the campaign tor fund 
for the Hebrew Universitv in Jerusalem 

Dr. Steyn appealed to thé United Nations to do 
justice to Jewry and not to allow themselves to 
be intimidated by Arab sabre-ratthing. He declared 
that the Jewish claims were moderate and that from 
both the..Brtish and buman standpoints free 
Jewry in Palestine was m the mterests of world 
peace Doing qustice lo the Jews at this stage would 
be the acid test of mankind's ability to solve its 
difficulties justly, tt was a glaring anomaly that 
Palestine was the only place where there was sull 
discrimination against the Jews. 

The necessity of making Palestine a haven ofl 
refuve for the Jews was stressed in Johannesbure 
by Senator E. H. Brooks, Chairman of the South 
African . Parliamentary Committee on Foreign 
Affairs. Referring to the recent rumours, he said: 
** | cannot. believe that the British Governmentewill 
really accept these proposals, which seem to repre- 
sent an unpleasant amalgamation of the old 
appeasement policy with: an * old-school-tie atti- 
tude towards the Jewish claims.” 


The South African National Labour Collabora- 
tion Committee, which. represents the National 
Executives of the Trades and Labour Council and 
of the South African Labour Party. has cabled to 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies and 
Secretary of the British Labour Party, expressing 
perturbation at the developments affecting Palestine. 
“We cannot believe that 1 is beyond the capacity 
of the Labour Government to honour its solemn 
pledge. in consultation with the United Nations 
Council, as soon as possible.’ adds the message

Ministers From Germany Report 


Three of the Ministers who went out to Germany 
with the last Jewish relief team, a few months ago, 
reported on conditions there to a crowded meeting 
at the Royal Hotel on Monday evening, arranged 
by the Chief Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, 

They reiterated in unequivocal terms what has 
already been said by everyone who has had per- 
sonal contact with the Jewish survivors in Europe 
-—that their overwhelming need is to go to 
Palestine. But they also told of most unsatisfactory 
conditions still prevailing in the camps. 

Mr. Oscar Philipp presided. 

Rabbi Dr. E. Munk told of lack of medical 
supplies in some of the hospitals and among the 
Jewish relief teams in their first-aid work. The 
amount of food allowed to a displaced person was 
hardly enough to enable him to live satisfactorily 
during the coming winter. He hgped that Unrra, 
which was taking over the responsibility for all the 
camps from that day, would bear this in mind. 
Some of the people had obtained permission from 
the military authorities to live in the towns, when, 
of course, they had to accept the same ration as 
German civilians, which was below that of dis- 
placed persons. But such is their horror of still 
remaining behind barbed wire that they were will- 
ing to have less rations if they could only get away. 
Their great worry was what was to become of them. 
- They lived on the hope of getting out of the camps. 
Except for those from Hungary and Rumania. who 
still had hopes of perhaps finding some relatives 
and property, all of them said, ““ We are going to 
Palestine.” 

As far as religion was concerned, there were 
thousands still diligently practising their feligion. 
There were women and giris who had been slave 
labourers for 12 hours a day with very meagre 
rations, but they had still fasted on Tisha B'Av as 
well as on Yom Kippur. There were men who 
during five years of war starvation in a concen- 
tration camp or on forced labour had refused to 
touch trefa meat. There was a great demand for 
Tefillin and Siddurim. They had succeeded in re- 
establishing Shechita in Germany, in one place 


Transport Facilities Refused 


Rabbi S, Baumgarten said the position was the 
same in cvery camp, whether at Celle or Belsen or 
anywhere else. Facilities for transport for D.P.s 
for visiting other camps was denied them by the 
authorities, even when a displaced person heard of 
a relative in another camp lying seriously il. 

The Rev. A. Greenbaum (a Madrich of Bachad) 
said that when he came to Diepholiz he found 
appalling conditions. The same conditions still 
existed to-day in some parts of -Germany. 
distinction was made between those non-Germans 
who had come voluntarily to work m Germany and 
the Jews who were in the concenttation camps. 
The British authorities refused to recognise Jews as 
Jews. In Hanover they refused to allow Polish 
Jews to come to a religious service together with 
German Jews. 

Mr. Greenbaum said that among the. recent 
happenings in Poland they had heard of the follow- 
ing: On June 10 to 12 there was a blood libel 
in Rszeszow and many Jews were killed: in Sopot 
there was a pogrom in May and 20 Jews were 
killed: in June 41 Jews were killed in Dzealoszyc; 
in March 16 Jews were killed in Lezensk and about 
80 in Tomashoff: eight Jews were killed and four 
wounded in Polaniec on April 28; there was a 
pogrom in Miliec on May 5. 


There were four immediate essentials to alleviate. 


the position of the Jews in Europe, the speaker 
enumerated: (1). Displaced persons in Germany 
must be classified as to whether they had been in 
concentration camps or not, and those that had 
been must be given Special treatment. (2) Special 
Jewish camps must be. set up. (3) Gerthan Jews 
must in fact and not in theory only be afforded 
the same treatment as other dispiaced persons and 
not as Germans, (4) Relief work. will be useless 
until these Jews in Germany can be told. they will 
be allowed: to go in a given time. The question of 
emigration is to them literally one of life or death 
and it must be settled quickly, 
The Rev, Dr. I. K. Cosgrove, C.F.,-on leave from 
Norway, described the position of the Jews in that 
country,

AN IMPRESSION OF THE 
D.P. CAMPS 


Interview With Prof. Brodetsky 


_Professor S. Brodetsky has returned from a brief 
visit to the Belsen camp to attend the D.P. Confer- 
ence there as representative of the Committee for the 
Jews in Germany and of the Jewish Agency. 

In the course of an_ interview, Professor 
Brodetsky said that in Hanover, which he had 
visited, 120 Jews out of 6,000 had come back. 
He spoke to Jews there who gave him an impression 
of how they were living among the Germans, 
suffering considerably because of their having been 
dealt with by German officials, among whom 
apparently anti-Semitism has not been eliminated. 

" The Jews in Belsen.” he said, “ are more than 
10,000. I met there one man of 74. There are 
perhaps 100 who are more than 50 years of age: 
there are a few hundred children. But the great 
majority of the population is between the ages of 
16 and 25. 

“ The displaced persons at Belsen now live in 
- buildings in which the panzer corps used to 
ive, 

“There are in Belsen, in addition to about 
10,000 Jews, about as many non-Jewish Poles and 
people from 15 or 20 other countries. There are 
also living in. Belsen, Hungarian soldiers who wear 
their uniforms and carry their arms. Camps 2. 
3, and 4 in which the D-P.s now live are guarded by 
British troops.” | 
Professor Brodetsky, who inspected the dwell- 
ings, said that one of the most difficult of all the 
problems was overcrowding. 

The fact,’ weat'on Professor Brodetsky, “ that 
Jews and non-Jewish Poles are to a laree extent 
mixed up produces considerable trouble The 
clothing of these people is, perhaps, one of the 
most tragic things imaginable, and I. was shown 
Dy One Or two women the sort of things they have 
to wear. 


Rags Sent From ngland 


In this connection he would say that he heard 
scrious complaints about clothing having been sent 
from this country, some of -which was nothing 
more than rags which no human being could 
possibly put on. 

The food, which in Belsen was in the past rather 
more than elsewhere, had now been cut -down. 
Many of the people complained that they were 
hungry, and he was told that even in hospital the 
patients felt hungry. 

Protessor Brodeisky said that he had brought 
with him a box containing a daily ration ‘which 
anybody would admit was quite insufficient for a 
human being, especially if he had to make up for 
the suffering of the years of ihe past. 

He visited the kasher kitchen, which, as it is 
located in a mixed portion of the camp, also feeds 
a large number of non-Jews There he’ go® a 
detailed account of the food that is made available. 
He saw the Yeshiva with a well-known Rabbi from 
Hungary in charge of it. 

For the Conference itself, there were hundreds 
of delegates from all over the British and American 
zones, and the Government sent a representative 
to be present at the Conference, and had Captain 
Herzog, son of Rabbi Dr. Herzog, of Jerusalem, 
as mterpreter. 

The. opening ceremony on the Tuesday: evening 
was a really great function, and there must have 
been 1,500. people there. The dignity and decorum 
were beyond praise. The language of the Conference 
was Yiddish. After a report by the Chairman, 
Mr. Rosensaft; on. the work of the Central Com- 
mitiee, he (Professor Brodetsky) delivercd a speech 
about the Jewish Agency.and British Jewry—what 
had been done during the war und how we were 
considering their problems for the future. Mr. S. 
S. Silverman, M.P., spoke in English in the after- 
noon. 

Onc. speech, in particular, which he - would 
remember -was that of a Polish Bundist, who said 
he had gone back to Poland, but had had to come 
back to the camp because he could only sleep with 
a revolver. under his pillow. There was no-future 
for the Jews in Poland. 

He was asked to finish off the Conference by 
giving the final speech ; 

“It is obvious,” he said, ** from the resolutions 
which were adopted unanimously, that — the 
delegates, who claimed to represen! about 40.000 
out of about 60,000 or 70,000 Jews in the Brtssh 
and American zones, made clear what was the 
attitude towards Palestine. 


Palestine —Not Poland 


“It is obvious to me that no other thought ts 
in the minds of the overwhelming majority of the 
Polish Jews. L have no doubt that anything between 
95 and 100 per cent do not want to go back to 
Poland, and that the overwhelming majority want 
to go to Palestine.” 

He saw many other things in the camp, to 
example, the Beth Jacob School and the work. that 
was being done by the Agudists. He. also visited 
the kinderheim where children are kept who have 
no relation or adopted parent in the camp. 

The most important conversation he had had 
was with Lieut.-General Sir Brian Robertson, who 
is Chief of Staff to Field-Marshal Montgomery, 
in the presence also of General Templer. During 
this discussion they went through the most important 
problems in connection with the Jews m Germany, 
both D.P.s and German and other Jews living 
freely among the German population 

“1 believe.” said Professor . Brodeisky., ut 
these conversations produced important results. 

The presence..of a. representative. from - this 
country in Germany was.a great encouragement to 
the Jewish D.P.s, and it gave added importance to 
the Conference itself. 

He was particularly interested in the work of the 
Jewish teams, . Under Mr. Leonard Cohen, who. 1s 
in charge of the whole work in Germany, and under 
the leaders of the teams, Mr. Jeck Brass, at Bergen, 
and Mrs. Henriques;~at Celle, imporiant work is 
being done. But the main tasks had hardly been 
touched, 

Professor Brodetsky urged the need of more co- 
ordination and said that he was glad to know that

PLAIN SPEAKING IN U.S. 
Forthright Reminders to Britain 


Hailing President Truman's appeal to the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Attlee. regarding Palestine, and his 
latest directive to General Eisenhower to improve 
the condition of displaced Jews in Europe as 
notable first steps in the right direction, the voices 
of moderates and cxtremists united at a monster 
demonstration held on Sunday night, under the 
auspices of the American Zionist Emergency Com- 
mittee (cables our New York correspondent). 

Mr. Henry Monsky presided. 

Full-page advertisements and other publicity, in- 


cluding an endorsement from Peter Bergson’'s 
“ Hebrew nation” group, brought out unpre- 
cedented multitudes, estimated at 70.000. in and 


outside Madison Square Garden, New York 

Monday's press and radio commentators devoted 
extensive space and time to this unique assembly, 
which was preceded by an audience given at the 
White House in Washington to Rabbis Silver and 
Wise, as was one also separately to the American 
Jewish Committec. Ihe intrusion of the latter 
and of a statement by the American Council for 
Judaism were denounced from the platform. Rabbi 
Dr. Silver branded Judge Proskauer, Mr. Rosen- 
wald, and the owners of the New York Times as 
“ sheli-shocked Jews. airaid of a Jewish Common- 
wealth.” 

Dr. Stephen Wise and the Mizrachi 
Rabbi Lookstein, were more moderate in their 
attitude towards the British. Governor Dewey and 
Mayor LaGuardia were withering in their con- 
demnation of United Stafes and Brith policy 
respectively. 


Resolution Sent to President 


A resolution addressed to President Truman 
stressed the “ predominant sentiment of American 
Jewry, shared by vast numbers of Christians, that 
relief measures alone cannot Solve the 
problem Only the re-establishment of Palestine 
as a tree, democratic Jewish Commonwealth will 
do #. If the present British policy is allowed to 
continuc, wu will not only perpeiuate. the Jewish 
tragedy in the world, but will also damage the 
cause of Anglo-American friendship, essential to 
the maintcnance of peace. We ask your unreserved 
support for the immediate openmeg of Palestine ta 
unrestricted Jewish immigration and the announce- 
ment of an immediate decision to establish 
Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth.” 

A declaration addressed to Lord Halifax, the 
British Ambassador, which was distributed also as 
100,000 easily posted individual posicards, reads:

“ For years we waited patiently for the fulfilment 
of Great Britain's sted to the Jewish pcoopile. 
We waited m vam. Meantime. six million Jews 
were killed in Europe while you and your collcagucs 
gave us promises and meaningicss words of sym- 
pathy. British Government bears a areat 
share of the responsibility for the Jewmh traeecdy 
in Europe. Our patience is at an end. shall 
not continue to suffer Britwsh injustices silently.

rpose of promoting the development of the 
Jewish Homeland. That victory incidentally 
obligates the Arab States for their creation. 

He reminded the Labour Party, now in power, 
that last May they adopted a resolution declaring, 
“ There is surely neither hope nor meaning in the 
Jewish National Home unless we are prepared to 
let the Jews enter this tiny lang@,in such numbers 
as to become a majority. There was a strong case 
for this before the war; there is an irresistible case 
now, after the unspeakable atrocities of the cold, 
calculated German Nazi plan to kill all the Jews in 
Europe.” 

Governor Dewey then added on his own, “ We 
call for the redemption of this and all similar 
pledges. We call for action in accordance with our 
own traditions of justice and humanity. We call 
for the free right of immigration_into Palestine 
and for its establishment now. conscience 
of civilisation must find expression. It can wait no 
longer.” 

Siewes LaGuardia refused to “ review statistics 
of sorrow. | am going to talk to my own Govern- 
ment in Washington.’ He demanded that the 
State Department show  statesmanship, not 
* shmoos.”” He reviewed the birth of the Atlantic 
Charter and the joy it brought to liberty-loving 
peoples He elicited frantic applause when he said, 
‘Our President in all sincerity has asked for cer- 
tificates of admission for 100,000 men and women 
to enter Palestine. 
demand be reinforced by a Presidential request 
to Congress to say, * and we, too, will take 100,000 
here in our homeland.’ 


‘The Borrower and His Word 


“It would be so easy for the Big Four while 
deliberating to relieve the congestion of unhappt- 
ness in Europe 1 did not hear much argument in 
deciding the fate of Hong-Kong. Lord Halifax 
last week talked to the American people not about 
an ideal, not about giving hope to oppressed 
peoples, but about another loan. I want to say 
to my good friend Lord Halifax, as one business- 
man to another, the best way to establish credit 
is to give an indication that the borrower knows 
how to keep his word.” 

This brought tremendous applause from the 
audience, which spontaneously rose to its feet to 
cheer. 

“I want to say to my very good friend Mr. 
Attlee,” went on Mayor LaGuardia, “ that imas- 
much as he has informed us through his Ambass- 
ador that nothing. drastic will ‘happen, and thatthe 
Churchill programme will be carried out, I want 
to remind him once more of the pledge made by 
his predecessor concerning Palestine. And Mr. 
Clayton, of the State Department, might say to 
Lord Keynes, who is persuading him for the con- 
tinuance of Lend-Lease, that Lord Keynes ask 
Great Britain to give just a little bit.of Lend- 
Lease through justice for the people of Palestine.” 

Characterising the situation as critical, New 


* York’s fiery Chief Magistrate finally said, “ The 


people of America refuse to wait any longer for 
a decision. We* must make it clear, very clear, to 
our President and State Department that we expect 
the fulfilment of pledges, that we expect all the 
beautiful rhetoric of Churchill to be translated 
into action. We hold the President of the United 
States responsible if he fails to act.” ' 

The entire assembly rose and cheered at great 


length Rabbi Silver's stirring . address, which 
directed itself mainly to Mr. Attlee. “ The doors 
of Palestine will be opened, Mr. Attlee,” he 


declared. “ British bayonets will not bar the way 
of our survivors nor British tanks crush the hope 
of our people. The conscience of mankind and 
your own people will. not permit 

Reminding Mr. Attlee of the Labour Party's 
proclamation quoted by Governor Dewey, Rabbi 
Silver asked, “Is this solemn pronouncement of 
the social idealism and international vision of the 
Labour Government also to be quenched in the 
cynical imperialism of Colonial Office bureaucracy?” 


“Mr. Churchill Should Speak Up” 


Dr.. Silver also called upon Mr. Churchill to 
speak up. He reviewed Mr. Churchill's record 
of promises regarding Palestine, including _ his 
courageous stand years ago when another Labour 
Government sought to liquidate . the Jewish. 
National Home He addressed similar. questions 
to President Truman, after expressing apprecia- 
tion for his “admirable service to-humanity. by 
dispatching the letter to Prime Minister Attlee 
requesting 100,000 certeficates, the first forthright 
act by a Chief Executive of our country in many 
vears, designed to help our people in the. most 
fearful and tragic crisis in its history. 

“You realise, of course,’ continued: Dr. Silver, 
“ your request of Britain, even when granted, 1s 


not the solution of the Jewish problem. It 
is not refugee problem It cannot be 
solved by palliative relief measures. It is the 
age-old problem of Jewish national _homeless- 


ness, which has been the frontal source of: our 
tragedies throughout the ages. Our confidence in 
your integrity is great. We hope you will not be 
misled by .a few high-placed shell-shocked Jews 
who reach you from time to time in an attempt 
to confuse you on this basic problem. They speak 
for an. insignificant number of our people. They 
are afraid lest the establishment of a Jewish State 
will endanger their own comfortable existence.” 

Dr. Silver also hinted that the Jews he referfed 
to had attempted to prevail on Governor. Dewey 
to tone down his remarks at the meeting. 

In conclusion, he said, * Jews of America are 
loyal citizens of this country, not afraid that their 
Christian fellow-citizens will misinterpret their 
efforts to normatise the status of the Jewish pcople 
in the world. The American people in a hundred 
ways has given evidence that it wholeheartedly 
approves the reconstitution of the Jewish Common- 
wealth. The Jewish people are striving to achieve 
only that which every pelioe people on the face of 
the earth possesses—-a country and a homeland. 
Mr. President, opr cause is as urgent as any with 
which the statesmen of the world are at present 
concerning themselves.” 

Dr. Stephen §.. Wise said, “ We are not here 
to-night to denounce England or abuse its. Govern-

ment. We are here to demand that England do 
justice to the Jew. Justice to the Jew from Britain 
and its Labour Government means more than 
certificates of admission to Palestine—it means the 
admission of Palestine to the United Nations 
Organisation as a Jewish State. Justice to the 
Jew does not mean a Jewish ghetto in an Arab 
Empire. The only status for a free and great 
people is the status of Statehood. We dare to say 


_to Britain that Britain cannot end or desiroy the 


Jewish State. It can do much to inaugurate and 
establish it speedily. and, as our fathers said in our 
own day, we do not a, that it was England 
which wrote the Balfour laration and no other 
country. We ask England to remember this and 
to end its repudiation of the Balfour Declaration. 
The continuance for another hour of the White 
Paper as the basis of British rule in Palestine is 
an utter repudiation of Balfour and Lloyd George 
and Churchill. 

“At the Carnegie Hall 28 years ago, as the 
President of the Zionist.Organisation of America, 
I said to thousands of my rejoicing fellow-Jews that 
the Balfour Declaration will be fulfilled, for it is 
written in the English language of freedom. Must 
we after nearly a generation say that the Balfour 
Declaration might just as well have been written 
in German? As nook as the White Paper stands 
it is nothing more than a scrap of paper.” 

Dr. Daniel Poling, a noted Baptist minister, 
Editor of the Curistian Heratp, and widely-read 
columnist, said “ The administration of Palestine as 
a Jewish State would ensure to Arab, Christian, and 
Jew atike religious freedom and all the other free- 
doms of a truly democratic Government, Charges 
to the contrary are not supported by the Balfour 
Declaration and they are directly refuted by the 
acts of the Jewish communities in Palestine, which 
even under great difficulties have demonstrated 
Jewish good faith. On the other hand, to-night in 
shame I am compelled to acknowledge and condemn 
the breach of good faith by Christian nations. I 
believe that pledges and honest vows should be 
kept. I believe the failure to keep and implement 
the Balfour pledge, which failure has already cost 
the lives of hundreds of thousands of Jews, now 
threatens the lives of yet other tens of thousands.

YISHUV’S JOINT MANIFESTO 


Urgent Appeal to Government 


Stating that the refusal to open the gates of 
Palestine at this critical juncture meant a sentence 
of death on the Jewish survivors in Europe, q 
manifesto, issued at the conclusion of a joint meet. 
ing of the Zionist General Council, the Vaad 
Leumi, and delegates of local councils in Jerusalem 
last week, appealed to th British Government and 
people and to the whole civilised world to preven; 
that calamity. 

After recalling the British Labour Party's variou: 
condemnations of the White Paper, the manifesto 
continues: 

“At this fateful time the Yishuv  carnestly 
appeals to H.M. Government, to the British people 
and to the entire civilised world to prevent 
calamity. Let the White Paper be annulled, let the 
gates of Palestine be opened to large-scale Jewish 
immigration. | 

“The Yishuv declares that it will oppose the 
White Paper with all its might and will never sub. 
mit to its decrees. Jewish immigrants will stream 
to Palestine by all means. The Jewish people 
throughout the world will help their brethren, and 
the Yishuv will open the gates of Palestine to its 
fellow-Jews who long to return to their homeland. 

“ The Hebrew Book of Books will destroy the 
White Paper.. The Jewish will for redemption wii} 
defeat the White Paper's intent. The Jewish neople 
will renew its national independence in its ancien: 
land. The Jewish State will be established.” 

Chief Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog said that the 
demand for the establishment of -a Jewish State 
should be clearly formulated as the chief aim of 
the entire Zionist Movement. He warmly 
ported the plan for the establishmént of a “ Com. 
mittee of the Yishuv ” to enable all sections of the 
Yishuv without exception to participate in Zionist 
work and share its responsibilities. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion’s Message 


Mr. David Ben-Gurion, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive of the Jewish Agency, addressed a message to 
the joint meeting, in the course of which he said: 

“ Every Jew desiring to return to his national 
homeland—as it is his natural right to do—should 
be helped by all Jewish communities throuchout 
the world, with the Yishiv at their head. In 
of all our bitter experience, we need not despair 
of international help, especially in Eneland and 
America, but we must.help ourselves. Our supreme 
effort must not be relinquished until justice is done 
(oO our martyred people and the Jewish State: is 
re-established.” 


Palestine Labour Bodies’ Appeals 


The Histadrut, at a special conference in Palestine. 
sent an urgent appeal to the British Labour Party. 
the Parliament.ry Labour Party, and the leaders of 
the Trade Union Congress participating in: the 
international conference in Paris, urging them to 
prevent a decision on Palestine contrary to the 
declared policy of the Labour Party being taken 
by the British Government. 

Similar appeals have been made by the Central 
Committees of the Hashomer Hatzair and the 
Socialist League in Palestine, 

e same Central Committees have spproached 
the Palestine Jewish Labour Party (Mapai), the 
Tenua le-Achdut Avoda, and the Left Poale Zion 
with the proposal to establish*a united front of 
all workers’ organisations for the purpose of com- 
batineg the White Paper and: organising the rescue 
of the remnants of the Jewish people in Europe. 


DAY OF PRAYER IN AMERICA 


The Synagogue Council of America, represent- 
ing the Jewish Orthodox. Conservative, and Reform 
congregations throughout the United States, pro- 
claimed a nation-wide Day of Intercession and 
Prayer for yesterday (Thursday) as a protest against 
the British Palestine policy. Special -services were 
to be held in virtually all Synagogues in America. 

The International League for the Rights of Man 
has released the text. of a message sent to Mr. 
Attlee, President Truman, Lord Halifax, and Mr. 
George Hall, British Secretary of State for the 
Colonies, supporting the demand for the establish- 
ment. of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth and 
unrestricted Jewish immigration into: that countr?. 

Leaders of Zionist youth groups began to picket 
the British Consulate in New York and the British 
Empire building in the Radio City on Friday, pro- 
testing against the British policy in Palestine.

POLICE CHIEFS DISCUSS 
EMERGENCY 


All District Police Superintendents met in Jeru- 
salem last week, under the Chairmanship of Cap- 
tain J. M. Rymer-Jones, Inspector-General of the 
Palestine Police, to discuss measures to be taken in 
the event of an emergency, states a Jerusalem 
report. 

One of the subjects discussed was the prepara- 
tion of a list of essential.Government employees 
who would have to be issued with special permits 
if a daylight curfew were introduced. 


Arab and Jewish auxiliary police guarding mili- 
tary and’ public installations in Jerusalem have 
been replaced by British East African and West 
African troops. The auxiliary police (states a 
J.T.A. message from Jerusalem) will probably be 
chsbanded. 


POLICEMAN SHOT DEAD _ IN 


TEL-AVIV 


A British police constable was shot dead outside 
the Central Post Office in Tel-Aviv last Friday. 

According to a police communiqué, the Assistant 
Head Postmaster of Tel-Aviv, when returning from 
Barclays Bank with money, accompanied by Con- 
vable Barry, was accosted by two young men 
who.at pistol point ordered him to raise his hands. 
The Assistant ‘Postmaster hurried into the Post 
Office and then heard many shots. Constable 
Barry was seriously injured and was transferred to 
the ‘Hadassah Hospital, where he died. 


Menachem Bregman, 20-year-old son. of the 
Haifa District Officer, was fatally wounded by an 
Arab supernumerary while hiking with a friend 
on the outskirts of Haifa, near the Arab village of 
Rihania. 


EXILED ARABS ALLOWED BACK ? 


Jamal Husseini’s Telegram 


Jamal Husseini and several other members of the 
former Arab Higher Committee in Palestine who 
were exiled to the Seychelics Islands in 1937 have 
received permission to move to an as yet unspecified 
area in the Middle East; according to a telegram 
received from Jamal Husseini by his family in 
Jerusalem (reports the J.T.A.). 

The time of their departure, it iS stated, has not 
yet. been fixed. . 

Lord Gort, the High Commissioner, had a talk, 
which lasted for. three. hours, on Monday, with 
Musa Alami, the Palestine Arab leader. Musa 
Alami is reported to have pointed out to him the 
danger to security if the present tension continued. 


LOW UNEMPLOYMENT FIGURE 


The unemployment figure in Palestine (reports 
Palcor from Jerusalem) amounts at. present to only 
900 persons, some of whom are out of work because 
of illness or for other personal reasons. - Industrial 
workers who lost their. jobs.during the past few 
months were absorbed mainly into the. building 
trade and in road construction. Some. 3,000 
workers. are at present employed in building in the 
whole country.

THE BELSEN TRIAL 


Doctor’s Gruesome Evidence of 
Cannibalism 


The end of the second weck of the trial at 
Luneburg of Josef Kramer and his 44 fellow 
German and Polish members of the S.S. for their 
Part in the unspeakable atrocities perpetrated at 
Belsen and Auschwitz (Oswiecim) finds the pro- 
ceedings still of the most gripping interest, cables 
our. special correspondent at the trial. Ten minutes 
before the opening of each of the two daily sessions, 
the public galleries are crammed to capacity. 

The accused are marched in, the court enters, 
and the prosecution proceeds further to build up 
what already appears to be an impregnable case. 

Evidence, in the main, still deals with the general 
conditions in the Belsen and Auschwitz camps. But 
of recent days, it has focused more and more upon 
individual accused and their personal and direct 
participation in specific crimes, Fyom this evidence 
i would seem that for a considerable number. of 
the prisoners, conviction is already beyond any 
doubt. 

Identification parades have 
matter of routine.’ But they have lost nothing of’ 
their dramatic quality, The witnesses leave the 
witness-box, walk slowly along the rows of the 
prisoners, who have been ordered to rise, and 
point out those whom they recognise. mere 

One of’ the most important witnesses has been 
Dr. Frita Leo, of Dresdén. Like Dr. Ada Bimko.,. 
he had worked as a doctor in camp hospitals, and 
had thus acquired intimate knowledge of what went | 
on in the camps. | 

He confirmed, on oath, that during the last days | 
at Belsen before the liberation, starvation had led 
to cannibalism, He. himself had seen six human | 
bodies from which the livers had been removed.. | 
He had also seen hundreds from which. the ears,

the Belgian city 

Jews are gradually returning and the present num- 

r.is reckoned at 4:000, about a tenth of the pre- 
war figure. Synagogues have reopened, and. insti- 
tutions have begun to function.. The two Jewish 
day schools have a few hundred pupils. 

The Chevra. Kadisha is again -burying the dead 
in the adjacent Jewish cemeteries on Dutch sol, 
as the Belgian Constitution forbids separate burial 
grounds. 

A Jewish book shop has been opened inm_ the 
famous Pelican Street, the centre of the diamond 
industry, with a new stock, aS the old books were — 
destroyed by the Nazis. 

One Jewish restaurant supplies meatless meals in 
the absetice of Kasher meat. _ Other proprictors 
frankly admit that their meat is Treifa, but still 
claim that their restaurants are Jewrsh. 

The diamond. industry has restarted, thanks to 
the efforts of Mr: Romi Goldmuntz, a well-known 
diamond merchant, who has been decorated by the 
Government for his services. He had done his 
best to help individual Jews, who. were ‘all victims 
of the war, but the majority of dealers complain 
bitterly about the dictatorial regulations issued by 
a committee on which there’ is only one Jew. -On 
its recommendations .import licences have been 
granted to a small number of firms who were im- 
porters before the war, and although.a tew Jewish 
concerns are included, the. large mass of dealers, 
most of whom are Jews, are adversely affected. 
To adapt Disraeli’s famous phrase, the diamond 
industry is now “ for the few and for the very few.” 

It is pointed out that although deiegations from 
Antwerp have appealed to Jews to return trom 
England, America, and elsewhere, the effect of the 
new regulations is to strangle the industry and to 
affect the Jews’ prospects of earning a livelihood. 

A new policy will have to be adopted if Jews 
are to be induced to return. It is admitted that 
without the Jews the diamond industry cannot 
resume its former importance as the world market 
for precious stones. | 

But in a conversation I had with the Burgomaster 
of Antwerp, M. Camille Huysmans, he said that 
in his opinion the complaints were unjustified. 


DEATH THREATS TO POLISH 
GIRLS 


Polish-Jewish girls in. an Unrra camp near 
Dusseldorf, in Germany, were threatened with 
‘death by- non-Jewish Poles if they returned to their 
home towns, it was stated in a letier from six of 
the girls, reports the J.T.A. | 

In the letter, which was received in Geneva by a 
Jewish welfare organisation, the girls say that “ our 
‘liberation ’ merely marks the beginning of a new 
oppression. . We have nothing left but our eyes to 
weep with. All hope is gone. 

“We hoped we had reached the end of our long 


road.” the letter adds, “and that from now on we | 


could live as human beings. We were sent to 
an Unrra camp at Haldern, near Dusseldorf, along 
with other Poles. | Here life became unbearable. 
The Poles insulted and pestered us with anti-Semitic 
remarks and threats of violence. We do not want 
to return to Poland. The Poles in our camp 
threatened to kill us should we dare to return to

(2) While there has been marked improvement in 
the health of survivors of the Nazi starvation and 
persecution programme, there are many pathetic 
malnutrition cases both among the hospitalised 
and in the ral population of the camps. The 
death rate has been high since liberation, as was 
to be expected. ... 

(4) Although some camp commandants have 
managed, m spite of the many obvious difficulties. 
to fed clothing of one kind or another for their 
charges, many of the Jewish displaced persons, 
Jate m July, had no clothing other than their con- 
centration camp garb—a rather hideous striped 
pyjama cffect--while others, to their chagrin, were 
obliged to wear German S.S. uniforms. It is 
questionable which clothing they hate the more. 

(4) With a few notable exceptions, nothing in 
the way of a programme of activity or organised 
cfiort toward rehabilitation has been inaugurated 
and the internees, for they are literally such, have 
litle to do except to dwell upon their plight, the 
uncertainty of their future and, what is more un- 
fortunate, to draw comparisons between their treat- 
ment “ under the Germans ™ and “in liberation.” 
Beyond knowing that they are no longer in danger 
of the gas chambers, torture, and other forms of

The morale of those who are cither stateless or 
who do not wish to return to their countries of 
nationality ts very low... .. 

(5) The most absorbing worry of these Nazi and 
war victims concerns relatives—wives, husbands, 
parents, children. Most of them have been 
separated for three, four, or five years and they 
cannot understand why the liberators should not 
have undertaken immediately the organised cffort 
to teunite family groups. Most of the very littic 
which has been done in this direction has becn 
informal action by the displaced persons themselves 
with the aid of devoted Army chaplains, frequently 
Rabbis, and the American Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee. Broadcasts of names and locations by the 
Psychological . Warfare Division at Luxembourg 


have been helpful, although the lack of receiving 


sets has handicapped the effectiveness of the pro- 
gramme. 


Bread and Coffee Diet 


(6) tt is difficult to evaluate the food <ituation 
fairly because one must be mindful of the fact that 
quite generally food is scarce and its hkely to be 
more so during the winter ahead On the other 
hand, in presenting the factual situation, one must 
raise the question as to how much longer many of 
these people, particularly. those who have over such 
a long period felt persecution and near starvation, 
can survive on a diet Composed principally of bread 
and coffee. irrespective of the caloric content. In 


many camps, the 2,000 calories included = 1,250 
calories of a black, wet, and cxtremely unappetising 
bread 1 received the distinct impression and con- 


ssdcrable substantiating information that large num- 
bers of the German population—again principally 
in the rural arcas-—have a more varied and palatable

Jewish Status has been Ignored 


The first and plaimest need of these people is « 


recoenition of their actual status. and: by this |! 
mean their status as Jews Most of them have 
spent years in the worst of the concentration camps. 


In many cases, although the full extent is not. vei 


known, they are the sole survivors of their familics 
and many have been through the agony of witness- 
ing the destruction of their loved ones.. Under- 
siandably, therefore, their present.condiiron, physica! 
and mental, tar worse. than that.‘ of.. othe: 


Waren they are now considered only as members 
of. nationality groups, the result is that. special 
attenuon cannot be given to theif admittedly greater 
needs because, it ts contended.. doine so would 
constitute preferential treatment and. lead to trouble 
wih the non-Jewrh portion of the ~particular 
nationally group. 

Thus there ts a distinctly unrealistic approach to 


cution, which has already made them a separate 
group with greater needs. 

Their second great need can be presented only by 
discussing what I found to be their wishes as to 
future destinations. 

(1) For reasons that are obvious and need not 
be laboured, most Jews want to leave Germany and 
Austria as soon as possible. That is their first 
and great expressed wish, and while this report 
necessarily deals with other needs present in the 
situation, many of the people themselves fear other 
suggestions or plans for their benefit because of the 
possibility that attention might thereby be diverted 
from the all-important matter of evacuation from 
Germany. Their desire to leave Germany is an 
urgent one. The life which they-have led for the 
past ten years, a life of fear and wandering and 
physical torture, has made them impatient of delay. 
They want to be evacuated to Palestine now, just as 
other national groups are being repatriated to their 
homes. 

(2) Some wish to return to their countries of 
nationality, but as to this there is considerable 
nationality variation. Very few Polish or Baltic 
Jews wish to return to their countries; higher 
percentages of the Hungarian and Rumanian groups 
want to return, although some hasten to add that 
it may be only temporarily in order to look for 
relatives. Some of the German Jews, especially 
those who have inter-married, prefer to stay in 


Germany. 
Palestine is First Choice 


(3) With respect to possible places of rescitle- 
ment for those who may be stateless or who do not 
wish to return to their homes. Palestine is definiteiy 
and pre-eminently the first choice. Many now have 
relatives there, while others, having experienced 
intolerance and persecution in their home-lands for 
years, feel that only in Palestine will they be wel- 
comed and find peace and quict and be given an 
opportunity to live and work. .. . 

(4) Palestine, while clearly the choice of most. 
is not the only named place of possible emigration. 
Some, but the number is not large, wish to emi- 
grate to the United States where they have rela- 
tives, others to England, the British Dominions, or 
to South America... . 

Aside from having brought relief from the fear 
of extermination, hospitalisation for the © serious 
Starvation cases and some general improvement in 
conditions under which the remaining displaced 
persons are compelled to live, relatively little beyond 
the planning stage has been done, during the penod 
of mass repatriation, to meet the special needs of 
the formerly persecuted groups. 

Unrra, being neither suilicicntly organised or 
equipped, nor authorised to operate displaced per- 
sons’ camps or centres on any large scale, has not 
been in a position to make any substantial coh- 
tribution to. the situation. Regrettably there has 
been. a disinclination on the part of many camp 
commandants to utilise Unrra personnel even to 
the extent. available. 


Mr. Harrison’s Recommendations 


Among Mr. Harrison's conclusions and recom- 
mendations are: 

. Specifically, in the days immediately 
ahead, the: Jews in Germany and Austria should 
have the first claim. upon the conscience of: the 
people of the United Siates and Great Britain and 
the military and other personnel who represent them 
in work being done in Germany and Austria. 

(2) Evacuation from -.Germany. should be the 
emphasised theme. 

Policy and practice: 

(a) Recognising that repatriation 1s most desirable 
from the standpoimt of all concerned, the Jews who 
wish to return to their own countries should be 
aided to do so without further. delay... 

(b) With respect to those who do not; for good 
reason,. wish to return to. thei homes, prompt 
planing should likewise be undertaken. this 
connection, the issue of Palestine must be faced. 
Now that such large. numbers are no longer in- 
volved and if there is any genuine sympathy. fo: 
what these survivors have endured, some reasonable 
extension. or modification of the British White 
Paper of 1939 ought to be possible without too 
serious repercussions. For some of the European 
Jews, there #8-no acceptable or even decent solution 
for thew future other than Palestine. This is said 
on a purely humanitarian basis with no reference 
io Weological or political considerations so far as 
Palestine is concerned. . . 

Ihe Jewish Agency of Palestyne has submitted 
io the British Government a petition that 100.000 
additional immigration. certificates be made avail- 
able. A memorandum accompanying. the petition 
makes a persuasive showing with respect to the im- 
mediate absorptive capacity of Palestine and the 
current, actual man-power shortages. there. 

While there may be-room for difference | of 
opinion as ta the precise number of such certificates 
which might under the circumstances be considered 


a roblem Refusal fo recognise the Jews as reasonable, there is no question but that the request 
such has the effect, in this situation, “of closing thus made would, if granted, contribute much to

Jews, who do not wish either to remain there or 
to return to their countries of nationality, 

No other single matier is, therefore, so important 
from the viewpoint of Jews in crmany and 
Austria and those elsewhere who have known the 
borrors of the concentration camps as is the dis- 
position of the Palestine question. .. . 

(c) The United States should, under existing im- 
migration laws, permit reasonable numbers of such 
persons to come here, again particularly those 
who have family ties in this country. As indicated 
earlier, the number who desire emigration to the 
United States is not large. 

If Great Britain and the United States were to 
take the actions recited, it might the more readily 
be that other countrics would likewise be willing 
to keep their doors reasonably -open for such 
humanitarian considerations and to demonstrate 
in a practical manner their disapproval of Nazi 


~ policy which unfortunately has poisoned so much 


of Europe. 

(3) To the extent that such emigration from Ger- 
many and Austria is delayed, some immediate 
temporary solution must be found. In any event, 


- there will be a substantial number of the persecuted 


persons who are not physically fit or otherwise 
presently prepared for emigration. 


“Get Them Out of Camps” 


Here I feel strongly that greater and more exten- 
sive efforts should be made to get them out of 
camps, for they are sick of living in camps. In 
the first place, there is real need for such specialised 

laces as (a) tuberculosis sanatoria, and (b) rest 

omes for those who are mentally ill or who need 
a.period of readjustment before living again in the 
world at large—anywhere. Some will require at 
ieast short periods of training or retraining before 
they can be really useful citizens. 

But, speaking more broadly, .there is an’ oppor- 
tunity here to give some real meaning to the policy 
agreed upon at Potsdam. If it be true, as seems 
to be widely conceded, that the German people at 
large do not have any sense of guilt with respect 
to the war and its causes and results, and if the 
policy ts to be “to convince the German people 
that they have sulilered a total military defeat and 
that they cannot escape responsibility for what they 
have brought upon themselves,” then it is difficult 
to understand Why so many. displaced persons, 
particularly those who have so long been perse- 
cuted and whose repatriation or resettlement is 
likely to be delayed, should be compelled to live 
in crude, overcrowded camps while the German 
people, in rural areas, continue undisturbed in 
their homes. 

As matters now stand, we appear to be treating 
the Jews as the Nazis treated them, except that we 
do not exterminate them. They are in concentra- 
lion camps in large numbers under our military 
guard instead of S.S. Troops. One is led to 
wonder whether. the German people, seeing this, 
are not supposing that we are following or at least 


condoning Nazi policy, 


It seems much more equitable and as it should 
be to witness the very few places where fearless 
and uncompromising mulitary officers have either 
requisiioned an entire village for the benefit of 


“displaced persons, compelling the German popula- 


uuon to find housing where they can, or have re- 
quired. the local population. tc billet a reasonable 
number of them. 

At many places, however the military govern- 
ment othcers manifest the utmost reluctance or in- 
disposition, if not timidity, about inconveniencing 
the German population. They even say that their 
job is to get communities working properly and 
soundly again, that they must “ live with the Ger- 
mans while the D.P.s (displaced persons) are 
more temporary problem.” 

Germans Preferred to D.P.s 

Lhis tendency reflects itself in other ways; namely, 
in the employment of German civilians in the 
Mhees of military government otlicers when equally 
qualified personne! could easily be found. among 
ihe displaced persons whose repatriation is. not 
imminent. Actually, there have been situations 
where displaced persons, especially Jews, have 
found it difficult to obtain audiences with military 
government authorities. because tronically they have 
been obliged to go through German employees who 
not. facilniated matters. .. . 

(4) To the extent that (a) evacuation from Ger- 
many and Austra ts not immediately possible, and 
(b) the formerly persecuted groups cannot be housed 
im villages or billeted with the German popula- 
tion, I recommend urgently that separate camps be 
set up tor Jews or ai least for those who wish: in 


the absence. of a better solution, to be in. 


camps. 
(5) As quickly as possibic, the actual operation of 
such camps should be turned over to the civilian 
agency, Unrra, Thai organtsation is -aware of 
weaknesses in Its present structure and is pressing 
io remedy them. In that connection, it is believed 
(hat greater assistance could be given by the military 
authontues, upon whom any civilian agency. in 
Germany and Austria to-day is necessarily depen- 
dent so far as housing, transport, and other items 
are concerned. (While it is true that the military 


have been urging Unrra to get ready to assume | 


responsibility, it is also the fact that insufficient 
co-operation. of an active nature has been given to 
accomplish the desired end. 

(6) Since, in any event, the military authorities 
must necessarily continue to participate in the pro- 
gramme tor all displaced persons, especially with 
respect to housing, transport, security, and certain 
supplies, it 1s recommended that there be a review 
of the military personnel selected for camp com- 
mandant positions. Some serving at present, while 
perhaps adequate for the mass repatriation job, 
are manifestly unsuited for the longer term job of 
working in a camp composed of people whose re- 
patriation or reseitlement is likely to be delayed. 
Officers who have had some background or experi- 
ence in social welfare work are to be preferred, 
and it is believed there are some who are available. 
It is most important that the officers selected be 
sympathetic with the programme and that they be 
temperamentally able to work and to co-operate 
with Unrra and other relief and welfare agencies. 

(7) Pending the assumption of responsibility for 

y Unrra, it would be desirable if a 
more extensive plan of field visitation by appro- 
priate Army group headquarters be instituted. It 
is believed that many of the conditions now exist- 
ing in the camps would not be tolerated if more 
intimately known by supervisory officers threugh 


inspection . tours, 


(8) It is urgently recommended that plans fo, 
tracing services, now under consideration, b¢ 
accelerated to the fullest extent possible and tha; 
in this same direction, communication services. ; 
on open postal cards only, be made available «o 
displaced persons within Germany and Austria a< 
soon as possible... . 

In conclusion, I wish to repeat that the main 
solution, in many ways the only real solution, of 
the problem lies in the quick evacuation of al! pop. 
repatriable Jews in Germany and Austria, who wish 
it, to Palestine. In order to be effective, this plan 
must not be ov The urgency of the 
situation should recognised. It's inhuman to 
ask people to continue to live for any Snaih of time 
under their present conditions. € evacuation 
of the Jews of Germany and Austria to Palesiing 
will solve the problem of the individuals involved 
and will also remove a problem from the military 
authorities who have had to deal with it. The 
Army's ability to move millions of people quickly 
and efficiently has been amply demonstrated. The 
evacuation of a relatively small number of Jews 
from Germany and Austria will present no great 
problem to the military. With the end of the 
Japanese war; the shipping situation should also 
become sufficiently improved to make such a move 
feasible. The civilised world owes it to this hand- 
ful of survivors to provide them with a home 
where they can again settle down. and bevin to 
live as human beings.

iruman’s Request to Eisenhower 


The White House has made public the following 
letter from President Truman to General Eisen- 
hower, urging the American Commander-in-C hicf 
to carry out the recommendations in Mr. Lar! G. 
Harrison's report. 

President Truman wrote: 

I have received and considered the report of Mr 
Earl G. Harrison, our representative on the Inter- 
governmental Committee on Refugees, upon his 
mission to inquire into the condition and needs of 


displaced persons in Germany who may be state- 
less or non-repatriable, particularly Jews 
I am sending. you a copy of that report. 1} have 


also had a long conference with him on the same 
subject matter. 

While Mr. Harrison makes due allowance fo: 
the fact that during the carly days of hberation 
the huge task of mass repatriation required main 
attention, he reports conditions which now exist 
and which require prompt remedy. These condi- 
tions, | know. are not in conformity with policies 
promulgated by Shaef, now Combined Displaced 
Persons Executive. But they are what aciuaily 
exists in the field. In other words, the policies 
are not being carried out by some of 
subordimate ofhecers. 

For example, military government officers 
have been authorised and even directed to 
requisition billeting facilities from the German 
population for the benetit of displaced persons, 
Yet, from this report, this has not been done 
on any wide scale. 


Apparently it is being taken for granted that all 
displaced persons, irrespective of thar fornwr perse- 
cution or the likelihood that their repatriation 
resettlement will be delayed, must remain in camps 
many of which are overcrowded and heavily 
guarded. Some of these camps are the very ones 
where these people were herded together, starved, 
tortured, and made to witness the death of ther 
{cllow inmates and > friends and’ relatives. Phe 
announced policy has been to give such persons 
preference over the.German civilian population im 
housing, but the practice seems to be gute another 
thing. 

We must intensify our efforts to get these 
people out of camps and into decent housts 
until they can be repatriated or ‘evacuated. 
These houses should be requisitioned from the 
German civilian population. That is one way 
to implement the Potsdam policy that the Ger- 
man people “ cannot escape responsibility tor 
what they have brought upon themselves. 


i quote this paragraph with particular reference 
to the Jews among the displaced persons: 

‘**As matters now stand. we appear to be. treat- 
ing the Jews as the Nazis treated them c¢xcept that 
we do not exterminaic. them. They are in 
centration camps in large numbers -under: our 
military guard instead of S.S. troops. One ts led 
to wonder whether the German people, sccing (5, 
are not supposing that we are following or at lcast 
condoning ‘Naz! policy.” 

You will find in the report. other illustrations o! 
what | mean 

I hope you will adopt the suggestion that a more 
extensive plan of field visitation by approprimtc 
Army Group Headquarters be instituted, so that ie 
humane policies which have been enunciated are 
not permitted to be ignored in the field. Most o! 
the. conditions now existing in displaced persons 
camps would quickly be remedied if through inspee- 
tion tours they came to your attention or to ‘re 
attention of your supervisory offices. 

i know you will agree with me that we have 4 
particular responsibility toward these victims of 
persecution and tyranny who are in our zone, We 
must make clear to the German. people thai we 
thoroughly abhor the Nazi policies of hatred and 
persecution. We have no better opportunity °° 
demonstrate this than by the manner in which we 
ourselves actually treat the survivors remaining | 
Germany. 

I hope you will report to me as soon as possible 
the steps you have been able to take to clean uP 
the conditions mentioned in the report. ss 

Il am communicating directly with the British 
Government in an effort to have the doors © 
Palestine opened to such of these displaced 
persons as wish to go.

RESCUING THE CHILDREN 


French Clergy Loath to Part 
With Jewish Charges 


Mr. Leon Crestohl, K.C., a former editor of the 
ANADIAN JEWISH CHRONICLE, President of the 
ish Community Council of Montreal, and an 
active member of the Zionist Movement and 
organisations for Polish Jewry in Canada, recenily 
paid a visit to this country for professional reasons 
and as a delegate to the World Zionist Conference. 
At the request of the Canadian Jewish Congress 
and the World Federation of Polish Jews, he spent 
ight days in France, where he obtained first-hand 
information about the kind of relief required. He 
has also reported specifically on the status of the 
Jewish war orphans. 
In France, Mr. Crestohl received confirmation 
from the Society for the Protection of Jewish 
Children that there were 3,500 children under 
Jewish supervision in France, Holland, and Belgium, 
divided among institutions under-the xgis of Wizo, 
and the society itsclf. He was also 
told that there were 2,500 children staying with 
Christians, either with private families or the clergy. 
Very siow progress is being made in getting 
back these children, because the private families 
claim that they are attached to the children. while 
- clergy seek technical and legal grounds to retain 
their charges, declaring that the children can only 
be returned to the -parents. 
Tragic Farce of Family Councils 


There ts a kaw in France by. which -the fate of - 


orphan children can be decided at a Family Coun- 
cil. This means, in actual practice, that whoever 
first instructs a lawyer to convene a Family Coun- 
cil, can nominate to the council anyone he pleases. 
under the guise of being a friend of the family. 
and can obtam judgment very quickly, very often 
before anyone else even knows that such a council 
has been held. The judgment then becomes legally 
valid. 

And so there is a race going on sub rosa between 
the Jewish organisations and the Christian clergy. 
each trying to be the first to set the legal machinery 
in motion and thus obtain guardianship rights over 
the children. 

For the Jewish community to begin an open fight 
in the courts would lead, in its turn, to open 
hostility on the part of the clergy, and possibly 
also on the part of a large section of the popula- 


tion which has hitherto been friendly. So. this 
underground traffic in souls continues. 
The Paris: Jewish community is greatly im- 


poverished as a result of the deportations and is 
faced with difficult relief problems.. which § are 
aggravated by: the fantastically high cost of living 
and the sorry competition of the almost countless 
relief agencies, some of them very petty. Never- 
theless, the community maintains 25 orphanages 
and daily provides food and lodgmg for many 
destitute persons. 

Very touching are the many scenes when people 
returning from the torture camps are reunited with 
their dear ones, each having believed that the others 
had perished. There are. on the other hand, many 
who still wait with ever-dwindling hope for news. 

Food and clothing would be much more usetul 
to these people than funds. There is urgent need 
of children’s clothes, underwear, shoes, sweets, and 
cod liver oft.

and were to be taken to the camps of Westerbork 
Vught and thence to Poland. T supervision of 
Jews was entrusted to the Jewish Council and 
to Dutch policemen: there Was also a permanent 
guard. The staff of the Jewish Council co- 
— — the Dutch police to mislead the S.S. 
uard in order to get as many Jew 
out of the Schouwbure. 

The Jews were then taken by car to some refuge. 
or fled to neighbouring houses where they received 
further help. a were saved that way; some- 
times the Jewish Council even managed to effect 
rescues from the train which was to take them to 
Westerbork, under the very noses of the SS. guard 
on the platform. 

[he greater part of those saved were children. 
These were left by the Germans in the charge of 
nurses in the Jewigh dagsnursery opposite the 
Schouwburg. Adjoining the garden of the day- 
nursery was the garden of a school. The children 
were taken by the nurses to the school garden where 
they were received by members of the non-Jewish 
Organisation who smuggled the children out in 
potato sacks or parcels. The leaders of the organi- 
Sauon, known as “ Uncle Piet,” “ Piet.” and other 
such names, would then pass the children on to 
various Christian families who took charge of them. 


Nazis Hood-wirtked 


There was one big danger: that the children 
would be missed at the registration and the Ger- 
mans might detect the deception. And so, when 
registration took place in the Schouwburg, dds, 
Or éven small mattresses, were dressed in children’s 
clothes and brought by the mothers and nurses. 
together with some real children. The Germans 
suspected that there was some fraud; but they never 
found out what it was. 

[he plans were laid by and carried out under 
the direction of the head of the Jewish staff in the 
Schouwburg, Walter Siisskind, a very able man. who 
under the mask of “ collaboration,” thoroughly 
misied the Germans. For example, be removed arid 
destroyed the personal files of those who had been 
saved—a very dangerous thing to do. Siisskind was 
once imprisoned, but was soon set free again. Later 
he was sent to Theresienstadt, and then to’ Poland. 
where he died.- One of his ablest assistants was 
Miss Hetty Brandel, who died in Bergen-Belsen 


Another example of the Dutch people's friend- 


ship for the Jews during the occupation, disclosed 
by. Dr. Cohen, was the general strike in February 
1941, when the Jewish quarter of Amsterdam was 
raided for the first time, in revenge for the death 
in a riot of a Dutch Nazi. . The spontaneous general 
strike followed itnmediately. That strike caused the 
Germans great concern. They threatened that un- 
less it Was called off, they would seize another 500 
Jews. 

Gruppenfiihrer Rauter himself came to Amster- 
dam and telephoned to Hitler and Himmler about 
the trouble. The three men decided that the 500 
Jews should not be arrested (a defeat for the Ger- 
mans). The strike then came to an end. 

That, as far as is known, was the only strike in 
Europe in support of the Jews. Later, when tbe 
Jews were obliged to wear the “ Judenstern””’ 
(Jewish star), many Gentiles wore the badge so as 


to cause confusion and disorder.. For this they 
were punished. 

In their efforts to help Jews in hiding, often 
as many as ten to twenty were concealed in the 


same house, by aristocrats as well as by peasants, in 
the towns as well as in‘the country, in ‘stables and 
cellars. .In nearly every house there was a special 
refuge where Jews could be hidden. The mos! 
dangerous work was the distribution of food tickeis 
and identity papers. There were large organisations 
the members of which becatne expert in the manu- 
facture of false identity papers for Jews. Other 
members would. cycle up and down the country to 
distribute the food tickets: they were frequently 
trapped on these. tours (mostly through treachery) 
and ‘sent to concentration camps or shot. . Many 
Dutch citizens were killéd or sent to concentration 
camps for hiding Jews. But the fate of these did 
not-deter others from continuing the work 


25,000 Jews Now in Holland 


in. Holland to-day, there are barely 25,000 Jews, 
and these include 5,000 so-called ** strangers © from 
Central and. Eastern Europe. {The pre-war Jewish 
population of Holland was 180,000.) Nearly 80 pet 
cent of. the Jews are in receipt of Government sup- 
port. 

Of the 20,000 ‘Dutch Jews who have reappeared, 
about half have returned from concentration camps 
The remainder ** dived under,” the Dutch phrase tor 
going underground. 

The country is still under emergency regulations. 
Theoretically, all. property must be‘ restored to the 
rightful owners, but in practice, the returning 
refugees have yetto benefit from this regulation. 

There are 9.000 Jews in Amsterdam, but the whole 
of the city’s ghetto is occupied by Christians. Not 
a single Jew lives there. The only Synagogue still 
standing is that of the Portuguese community. 

Zionist work is being revived. The Jewish papers, 
Le-E7RATH Ha-aM, NIEUWE ISRAPLITISCH WEEKBLAD, 
now the official organ of the Dutch Zionist Federa- 
tion. and JoopscHE WacHTER, have begun to appear 
again, as has another Zionist paper, TIKVATH ISRAEL, 
organ of the Zionist youth organisation, On July 29, 
the Zionist youth movement held its first public 
meeting, which was attended by 150. youths. 

Now there are 2,000 Dutch Zionists, at least half 
of whom want to go immediately to Palestine. In 
addition, 2,000 of the co-called “ strangers ” also 
want to emigrate to Palestine. . There are five or 
six Hachsharah centres in the country. 

Aati-Semitism Rampant 

But liberation has not meant freedom for the 
Jews in Holland. Jew-baiting is now rampant. 
The seriousness of the position may be judged 
by some ,extracts from a recent article, entitled 
“Anti-Semitism,” in the Amsterdam: Socialist daily 
Her Verve VOLK. 

* Before the war anti-Semitism was in this country 
little more than a faint rumour,” the article states. 
“ The Jewish sector was merged in the national life, 
without hate. Which Dutchman did not count Jews 
amongst his best friends? How large was the num- 
ber of mixed marriages! And see how our people,

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WAR REFUGEE BOARD 


Final Report Urges Opening of 
Palestine’s Doors | 


Immediate action ihe United Nations to 
alleviate the situation of Stateless Jews in Europe 
is urged by Brigadier-Gencral William O'Dwyer. 
Executive Director of the War Refugee Board, in 
the final report of the Board which, as reported in 
Tre JewtsH CHRONICLE, was recently wound up. 

The report also requests the United ates 
Government to take all possible steps to secure the 
opening of Palestine to Stateless Jews. since “ cach 
day's delay in opening the doors of Palestine adds 
to the tragedy of the Jewish ang worl 

The files of the Board have n turned over to 
the War Department for use in the preparation of 
war crimes cases, the report adds. 

The report also refers to the great contribution 
to the work of the Board made by American Jewish 
organisations which have given over $20,000,000 to 
help finance its rescue work in Furope. Of this 
total, a sum of $15,000,000 was provided by the 
Jomt Distribution Committee of America.

the persecuted Jews! ... And yet the poison of 
Jew-hatred has infected our national life. The 
Dutch Jews were deported, tortured, and murdered 
in tens of thousands. Those who have survived are 
few in numbers. But anti-Semitism has grown 
tremendously, and is directed against the small, 
hard-hit, and sorrow-laden remnant of that body of 
Dutchmen. Readers of newspapers will find, on all 
sides, evidence of anti-Semitism both open and con- 
cealed.”’

A circular tsued by the Military Authorities tn 
The Hague in July distinguishes between those Ger- 
man Jews and Siateless persons who were resident 
in Holland before May 10, 1940, and went 
ground, and those resident before May 10.

were deported, Only the first category is to be 
exempt from the designation of Enemy Ahrens,

ARAB LEAGUE’S WAR OF 
NERVES 


TO-MORROW has been proclaimed by the Chief Rabbi 
a “ day of Jewish solidarity,” on which, it is to be hoped, the 
hearts of all congregants in the Synagogues will be attuned 
to the gravity of the Palestine issue, and all worshippers will 
unite in fervent prayer that justice be done to our stricken 
people and our days “ be renewed as of old.” A day of 
prayer and intercession, it is good to learn, was also held 
yesterday in all the American Synagogues, orthodox, reform, 
and conservative. 

Meanwhile, the British Government is silent and the 
political scene remains the happy hunting ground of wild 
misrepresentation and unscrupulous Arab alarmism.. We 
are not being allowed to forget that the Arab Office in 
London has an annual budget of three-quarters of a million 
pounds. Money talks, and big money talks big. Just now 
Arab money is talking very loudly indeed and, the facts 
compel the admission, very: skilfully when undeg the expert 
direction of the British ex-officials who are actually run- 
ning the show—those “ White Arabs,” as they and their 
numerous reactionary supporters in this country have been 
aptly called. The influence of this energetic drive is plainly 
to be seen in the publicity achieved in the press. Some of 
it, like the letter of Mr. G. R. Driver in The Times, 


breathes an « ‘vious anti-Jewish spirit and offers as facts: 


statements which are in flagrant contradiction of the truth. 
Some, like that of a lady correspondent in the same paper, 
has nothing more practical to put forward than the imbecile 
suggestion that the German Jews should now go on a moral 
mission to the Nazis and convert them into angels of light, 
proud, no doubt, of their “ many Jewish friends.” | Side 
by side with all this goes the importuning hy the reactionary 
press of their Palestine correspondents for news, news at 
any price, of troubles in the country. : 

The inevitable result—certainly the only object—of this 
intensive Arab League war of nerves 1s to create an atmos- 
phere of alarm so as to frighten the British Government 
and people into conceding the Arab demands. In blunt 
terms it is a pure blackmailing. mandeuvre; but particularly 
dangerous with a Government new to the job. In these 
circumstances it-is more than ever necessary to fasten 
attention on the facts and to make a cool appraisement 
of theiz significance, especially from the -British point of 
view, since British interests as understood will naturally 
predominate. Pamful though it may be to have to admit 
it, this country is in danger of sinking into a second- or 
even third-rate Power. if only for the stark reason that in 
the world partnership in which it finds itself, its only claim 
to relative “ greatness *" depends upon its being considered 
as the centre of an empire. Britain, regarded as an. over- 
crowded island off. Europe, could scarcely for long carry 
much weight between two such mighty partners as Russia 


and America, while the natural economic precariousness’ 


of its position would reduce it-to a less important position 
than that occupied by convalescing France. A torward- 
looking Brifain in these conditions would make sure of 
iis future by securing and strengthening immediately and 
at all costs its bonds with its scattered Dominions, calling 
in this new world to redress the balance of the old. For 
herein lies. its only hope for survival as a Power of any con- 
sideration, its sole hope of emerging from pinching poverty 
and continuing economic decline. Only by this means can 
there be preserved, in the interests of all peoples, the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, a great and noble political 
systenr which offers the possibility of the ngaximum of free- 
dom. to almost one quarter of the globe, a system which 


is probably the only genuine development towards peace 


between free nations evolved since politics were born: 

Ihe day has gone when Britain may have found it. politic 
io be shame-faced and apologetic about its overseas posses- 
sions and to talk with an air of embarrassed conscience of 
its colonies as “ millstones around the nation’s neck.” Yet 
an article recently circulated by the British Government's 
press service in America whimpered about our “ unfortun- 
ate” commitments in Palestine. This is the language of 
inferiority, of cowardice, and defeat. It is certainly not 
the language. nor does it reflect the actions, of our two 
major Allies, both of whom are showing how to speak 
forthrightly about what they deem their vital interests, and 
to act in the same way. Why, then, should Britain alone 
Stammer and stutter in the face of its. patent needs, like a 
conscience-stricken schoolboy afraid to speak his wishes in 
the presence of superior power? 

Years ago, that great British public servant and 
resurrector of the then fallen Egypt, Lorp Cromer, out- 
lined to the late L. J. GREENBERG the inevitable pglicy of 
the British Empire in the Near East. He was speaking 
yn the early days of this century and he asserted that sooner 
or later the Ottoman Empire must break up, and that when 
this happened “ Britain must have Palestine "— not for 
exploitation but as a strategic bastion from which to protect 
is vital Empire communications. It was for that reason 
at even in those early days CROMER envisaged the re- 


- 


establishment of the Jewish State of Palestine as an ideal 
solution that would secure Britain her strategic necessities 
while obviating those objections which a British seizure of 
Palestine tout simple might evoke amongst other Powers. 
Everything that has happened since confirms the vision 
of the political seer, and never more than to-day. “ Britain 
must have Palestine” if her communications are to be 
safeguarded and her Empire, without which her own con- 
tinuance as a Power is impossible, is to be secure. Then 
why not bluntly say so? Why not remember that if it had 
not been for Jewish idealism and enterprise Palestine would 
have remained a primitive desert under the dead hand of 
Arabism, without the population and industrial and agricul- 


-tural development which only Jews could or would have 


brought to it, and which in present circumstances are utterly 
essential to a British military bastion in the Near East? 
But there is no time 4g lose if CROMER’S prophetic warn- 
iffg is to be heeded. Britain has now, perhaps, her last 
chance of laying the foundations of her Jewish State in 
Palestine—a State which must be loyal to her from’ sheer 
political necessity, let alone inclination and sentiment. It 
is heartbreaking even to consider that the Government may 
at this moment be weakly scheming to “ put off ” the ques- 
tion by deferring all progress until the United Nations tan 
undertake responsibility—a kind of postponement to the 


Greek Kalends—accompanied by some contemptible sops 


to the Jews by way of inadequate immigration quotas. It 
is for Britain, by a bold stroke of statesmanship which 
Arabs by their very nature would sooner rather than later 
come to respect, to cease attempts at funking. little diffi- 
culties and running away to this or that Power or group 
of Powers for help. The moment has come for her to 
show by her determination that she is sti a live force, 
confident in her own powers—as fate has compelled her 
to show herself in the past, under penalties of extinction. 
If the Government does not act thus, if it refuses to face 
up resolutely to the call of Britain’s destiny, even when 
honour and good faith are in issue, then weakness will 
inevitably invite attack as such weakness always has done 
and a path will be taken which in time may compel Britain's 
Dominions to be forced to. fall away from her. 

Nor is it irrelevant to add that feebleness and failure 
to go forward.with the policy of the Balfour Declaration 
must play straight into the hands of the American isolation- 
ists who would soon be arguing that “if you cannot trust 
Britain then you can't trust any nation.” And we must 
remember that American interest in Palestine is no new 
thing. It did not begin with the advent of the present 
Labour Government. Nor did it spring. from purely 
emotional or philanthropic motives. It is vital to American 
interests that Britain, which has proved and remains 
her eastern shield, should be a strong and prosperous ally. 
It is equally important for her that the only practical means 
of setting limits to the world-wide scourge of anti-Semitism 
should be actively pursued. Foolish indeed are those who 


taunt America with not herself receiving the homeless Jews. 


What for? 
World? 
peace ? 

The Arab argument that British communications would 
be safer if Palestine were occupied by an appeased Arab 
majority instead of by Jews is patently absurd. Quite 
apart from the fact that the Arabs simply cannot fulfil the 
requirements of the population of Britain’s Near Eastern 
garrison, who can forget that it was the Arab country, 
Iraq, which rose against Britain in the darkest days of the 
war? Egypt, too, was only restrained by force from 
Stabbing Britain in the back at the time of Alamein, the 
British on that occasion having had to drive a tank into 
Farouk’s Palace to secure the dismissal of a number of 
Ministers, while themselves also detaining suspect Egyptian 
leaders until Montgomery had swept Rommel a safe dis- 
tance from the Delta. ; 

To trot out the alleged sympathy of Indian Moslems— 


To exacerbate a Jewish problem in the New 
What good would ‘that do? How help world 


whose truculent leader only recently told this country to 


clear out of Palestine altogether—with the Arab League is 
no less to parade a fallacy. In 1938 a most plausible Arab 


emissary was sent to the Indian Moslem community to raise. 


money for the Arab. political cause. He came away. with 
a beggarly few hundred pounds. How. different from the 
results of the Irish Home Rule appeals to the poor Irishry 
of the United States in the days of the Home Rule agitation! 
The simple truth ts that Mr. JINNAH’S coreligionists are not 
greatly interested in what happens in a tiny corner of the 
Moslem world, except as a very obvious way of créating 


another counter to bargain with such Britons as may not be 


aware of the fact that JINNAH needs the British Raj much 
more than the latter needs JINNAH. 

Looking back on the history of those nations which have 
risen in the past to positions of greatness and prestige and 
subsequently sunk into insignificance and squalor. it is 
often possible to detect the turning-point when the greatness 
of spirit directing national policy diminished and as a result 
some irretrievable failuré to recognise and answer the chal- 
lenge of fate led to national decline. Often the critical 
failure has been small in appearance and, within short limits 
of time, apparently inconsiderable in results. But the far- 
ranging eye of history points unerringly to such failures 
and traces from thence the path of misfortune and im- 
poverishment to which folly and inconstancy conduced. 
Seldom have contemporary circumstances revealed so 
clearly such a turning point as do they now in the case 
of the challenge of Palestine. Let us pray to Almighty 
God that the Government may not be blinded and misled 


and seduced into the deadly path of Arab appeasement, 


or otherwise scared out of taking the firm line of a British 


Jewish-Palestine policy—lest their failure now be marked by 


future historians as “the beginning of the end.” 


NO RESPITE FOR THE REMNANT 


One of the most moving features of the war was the 7¢,! 
with which many non-Jews’ in Holland befriended their Jey, |.) 
fellow-citizens and rescued them—mostly children—from 
Nazi clutches, often at the risk of their own lives. Of this. 
a stirring account is given in an article in this issue. Fo; 
various reasons, however, the phenomenon seen elsewhere |. 
in evidence: the foster-parents of these Jewish children are 
unwilling to let them go. The Dutch Government, it seem<. 
takes the view that the custody of the little ones should he 
decided according to the principle of the “ benefit of the child © 
--a vague phrase which the foster-parents are as likely to 
invoke as the Jews who stand morally in the place of the 


actual parents themselves, now mostly ashes round the German 


murder camps. The question has been remitted to a specia| 
Government War Guardianship Committee, on which Jew< 
are represented though in a minority. But the frequency wiih 
which similar difficulties are encountered elsewhere ix 4 
depressing experience more likely to engender cynicism than 
gratitude in Jewish hearts. In Holland altogether only some 
25,000 Jews now remain out of a pre-war community of 
180,000 and, of these, nearly 80 per cent are in receipt of 
Government support. About half their number have returned 
from concentration camps, but—-again as elsewhere—they and 
their coreligionists have still to have their confiscajed property 
restored. Most extraordinary in the circumstances—or so jt 
must seem to those who have not been inured to the para- 
doxical intransigence of the Jewish problem all over the 
world——Jew-baiting is described as rampant in the Nether.

NEW WAY WITH THE AGED 

IN another page. Mr. Lawrence Kostoris replies to th: 
criticiims passed at a recent meeting of the Manchester Jew ish 
Board of Guardians on a speech in which he had spoken of!

lived who were in receipt of the Board’s allowance. The 
natural sensitiveness on such a_ challenge of the Board: 
speaker and his colleagues is understandable. But. one m: 
assume that the subject which was raised by so -responsible 
and highly regarded a man as Mr. Kostoris—himself notable 
as one of the first to tackle with imagination and courave ihe 
problem of the aged irrespective of their private meéans— 
would not have been lightly broached.

A NEW “NUMERUS CLAUSUS” 

THe War Office have recently been appealing for Service 
men to come forward and train as Russian interpreters 
Under the heading: ** Urgently Required,” their appeal runs: 
“ Officers and other ranks urgently required to volunteer |o) 
training in Russian.” It seems that the present supply of 
Russian-speaking interpreters is quite inadequate. This week. 
the Daity WorKER states that while this advertisement ma) 
truthfully reflect the serious need, in. practice the resporise 
to it is treated as though the words “ no Reds, and preferab) 
no Jews, employed ” had been added. No doubt the source o' 
this information will be regarded in some quarters as indicating 
that the complaint has a political origin if not nature anc 
will seek to discount the whole charge: as “party politits. 
But the matter can -hardly be so airily dismissed. For one 
thing, the report, which bears certain grave indications of being 
well-founded, would be evidence of a deep-seated suspicion 
on the part of the British authorities which could only. in 
turn, breed or at least encourage Russian suspicion and 1!!- 
will in return. Worse still,-since many persons who know Russian 
must have become interested in Russian politics, to bar those 
who are sympathetic to the present Russian regime is to place 
a premium on the candidature of anti-Communists. This 
is scarcely a “diplomatic” step, to say the least of it. When one 
adds a bar on Jews there seems little more that could be done 
to arouse the most dangerous suspicions of “Fascism” ‘in some 
form in the minds of the virtual rulers of Europe and Asia 
to-day. Again, the lumping of Jews with “ Reds * would imply 
that they are, in the ‘official view, politically indistinguishab!e 
and, as such, in both cases, untrustworthy—an old and, one 
would have thought, by now utterly discredited piece 0! 
prejudice. Our contemporary alleges that in one documen' 
connected with the recruitment of Russian. interpreters thc 
phrase “ preferably. no Jews” was employed and that steps 
were taken to see that in any case Jews should be limited 
to 25 per cent of the total. It would really be carrying things 
a bit far if the “ liberating” army should proceed to introduce 
a numerus clausus for Jews in the. public service.

This would 
spell disaster to our Jewish hopes, and he asked 
the gathering to authorise him to telegraph the 
Prime Minister in their name, urging him to open 
the gates of Palestine to the Jewish displaced per- 

sons on the Continent. 

Mr. H. Freedman, Vice-President, said that it 
was no use talking gencrally about the future of 
the congregation or Jewish ideals. They must get 
down to practical work in the organisation of 
Jewish education in Leeds on a ‘sound financial 
basis. 

Mr. J. Gillinson, Treasurer. paid a tribute to the 
Ministers. Chazanim, and other officials of the 
congregation. 

Mr. S. Wolfson. Hon. Life President of the con- 
regation, said that the Holy-day services this year 
ad shown that the building of a new Synagogue in 
the Moortown areca could not be delayed a moment 
longer. The present building only housed a third 
of those requiring accommodation, and they must

Palestine Landlords’ Complaint 


Mr. G. M. Tocatly, M.B.E.. member of the Tel- 
Aviv Municipal Council and President of the 
Palestine Landlords’ and Property Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, accompanied by Lord Chesham, Chairman 
of the National Federation of Property Owners in 
Great Britain and Sir Stanley Reed.

He pointed out that 
during the last year a total of 20 million dollars 
had been brought into the sicsling area as a result 
of diamond exports from Palestine.

THE ARAB CIRCUS 
The Harvest of Appeasement 


Political developments threatening Egypt and the 
Levant (writes our Jerusalem correspondent) 
appear to be reaching those proportions in 
so far as Britain is concerned which the Prophet 
Hosea so tellingly summed up in chapter viii, verse 
7, of his book: they have sown the wind and are 
now reaping the whirlwind. 

The pattern of to-day’s events began inexorably 
to unfold itself late in 1943, when, as among 
many other observers uttered the warning, Britain's 
action in supporting native Arab politicians against 
France would bound to recoil against itself. 
Since that time, and more especially since the 
British Foreign Office sponsorship of the Arab 
League, my dispatches to THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
have hammered away at the same propositions— 
that by pushing the Arab League for all they were 
worth they were creating a Frankenstein “ Golem ” 
which would turn against themselves, that the 
maintenance of the Munich type of appeasement in 
the Middle East when its principles had long been 
rejected throughout the world would be regarded— 
just as the Nazis regarded it—not as a genuine 
effort to make friends and win influence but as a 
demonstrable weakness, and that it would be folly to. 
alienate France through the obvious Arab efforts 


to play hide and seek first with one big Power, then 
with another—at present Russia is coming into the 
Arab game. 


Egypt's Demands

It is when one: perceives what is happening in 
Egypt, where the nationalists are becoming bolder 
and more extreme, demanding the immediate 
evacuation of all forces and presumably the inherit- 
ance of all military installations, equipment, and 
stores by covetous Pashas and Beys—which is very 
likely the real reason why they want to kick out 
the lorelen troops—that one realises the lengths to 
which Britain's foreign policy of the die-hards who

The Foreign Secretary of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation, Mr. Jackson, has accepted the 
position of Secretary of the World Union of Jewish 
Students.

“BATTLE OF BRITAIN” HERO'S 
DEATH 

French Jew Who Left Safety To Help 
England 


The death in action of a gallant French Jewish 
airman who came to England secretly to join. up 
has now been confirmed by the discovery of his 
grave in Cleves, in the Rhineland. He was José 
Oulman, the 22-year-old elder son of M. and Mme. 
Albert Oulman, of Lisbon. 

José Oulman, during the Battle of Britain, left 
Portugal and came to England by a secret route, 
joining the Free French Ai Forcé. » His gallant 
services: in the following years were recognised by 
his twice being mentioned in dispatehes and by his 
recommendation for a third *“ mention” and for 
the Medaille Militaire. He met. his death alter 
beng shot down in an air battle over Germany on 
February 8, 1945. 

An uncle of Oulman was the late David Nathan, 
of Auckland, New Zealand. 


CAREERS ADVICE 


Technical Education for Building Crafts 


The ral expansion of the building indusiry 
required to cope with the great post-war demands 
for building will call for a considerable increase in 
training facilities in technical schools and colleges. 
To assist authorities in planning for this sae 
the Ministry of Education yesterday (Thursday) 
issued another of its helpful series of pamphiets 
No. 4, entitled “ Building Crafts,” H.M. 
Stationery Office, price Is. net, Is. 2d. by post) 
containing a model set of courses and syllabuses 
covering the principal building crafts and including 
the main technical and scientific developments now 
coming into use. It was prepared by a number of 
H.M. Inspectors who have expert knowledge in this 
section of technical education. Before the war, 
about 30,000 apprentices and others attended part- 
time classes in building subjects. Of these, 27,000 
attended evening courses in their own time. The 
majority of these courses called for attendance on 
three evenings a week with additional time for home- 
work and, after a full — week, few could be 
expected to obtain the best from this method of 
instruction. Day-time attendance at technical 
classes is now provided for in all apprentice schemes 
of the building industry, and a great cxtension m 
the provision of day-time courses of craft instruetion 
will be necessary. Under the new scheme, appren- 
tices should be enabled to study their crafts under 
the- most advantageous conditions during the day- 
time and with greater assurance of success than in 
the past.

JEWS NOT WANTED AS ARMY 
INTERPRETERS 


Newspaper’s Startling Allegation 


No “reds,” and preferably no Jews, must be 
employed as Russian-speaking interpreters by the 
British section of the Allied Control Commission in 
Berlin, is the remarkable allegation which, accord- 
ing to the DatLy Worker, has been made against 


’ high officers of the Intelligence section of the British 


Army of Occupation in letters to a number of 
Labour M.P.s. 

Another sensational allegation that the Dairy 
Worker makes is that, because of the acute short- 
age of Russian interpreters, a British Army colonel 
was specially sent to Canada to recruit as many 
as he could. H&s instructions, it is stated, were that 
not more than 25 per cent of the recruits should 
be Jews, aS it was the policy of the commitice not 
to exceed this percentage. . 

It is further alleged that one instruction to the 
colonel gave details of a particular vacancy, stating 
the qualifications required, and that across it were 
written in pencil the words—* Preferably not a 
Yid.”

Soldicr on Aiding-Enemy Charge 


Roy Nicholas Courlander, who joined the New 
Zealand Forees at the outbreak of war, was brought 
before a court-martial at Westgate-on-Sea on the 
charge that he, “* vty Benes made a prisoner of 
war, voluntarily aided the enemy in that in Europe 
between October 2, 1942, and September 4, 1944. be 
aided the enemy by writing and delivering broadcast 
talks, by joming and working.for an organisation 
controlled by the enemy and known as the British 
Free Corps, and by joining the arméd forces of 
the enemy contrary to Section 4 (5) of the Army 
Act. 

Courlander pleaded not guilty. 

Lieut.-Colonel Hilliard. prosecuting, 
alleged that Courlander produced a series of propa- 
ganda talks purporting to show how the British had 
failed to keep their pledges after the last war. These 
talks, it was Stated, set out the conquests Germany 
was making and contained a great deal of material 
of alleged Jewish influences in this country. In 
addition, prosecutor said, Courlander was deliver- 
ing lectures and talks to fellow prisoners, the purport 
of ‘these being that England was already defeated. 

In the course of an alleged statement, Courlander 
said that he had met John Amery. It was claimed

Special and even rare qualities are required in 
those who would successfully discuss the baffling 
world problem of anti-Semitism. That this is so, 
is clearly suggested by the relatively poor results 
achieved by so many of those who have tackled the 
subject up to now, although amongst them have 
been men who have done first-class work in other 
spheres. 


It seems that not only are specific abilities 
required, such as a_ political grasp. scholarship, 
judgment, literary lucidity, and wide practical ex- 

rience, but also certain rare qualities of character. 
hus the writer on anti-Semitism, if he is to deal 
adequately with his subject, must, in addition to a 


Stern sense of justice, possess a high, holy, and 
utterly selfless enthusiasm for righteousness and an 
unwavering determination to-fight his way method- 
ically and objectively through the masses of error 
and prejudice and ignorance. however repulsive the 
stench and however exasperating the experiences. 
Furthermore, if his writings are to be effective to any 
extent he must be able to discuss his subject with 
interest and even charm, and moreover bring these ' 
qualities to matter which appears to many as cither 
unpleasant or dull. But above all things, he must 
possess that spiritual purity of purpose which only 
a deep religious enthusiasm for the proper conduct 
of his fellow men—brother children of his Father 
in Heaven—can inspire. ; 

To say. then, that in his latest work on this subject 
Dr. Parkes has been successful, in certain respects even 
brilliantly successfal, is to record that these qualities are 
plainly noticeable in his work, which is. in many respects 
and within its limits, one of the most valuable publications 
about anti-Semitism that have so far been published. The 
author would not claim to have performed any new analvees. 
or offered any new theories, or discovered any new’ facts. 
What he has done is to select with.ercat insight from the 
mass of matcrial available and make it make sense in a Way 
that cannot fail to convince any fair-minded person of 
average iniciligence He docs more—he convinces every 
such reader that, distasteful. or boring. of unimportant 
as the subject may have appeared to him hitherto. it is 
in fact a matter of vital and intimate concern to him. as 
Vital and intimate as the issues of peace and war. as 
dearth and disease, as economic security and justice between 
man and man. For as Dr. Parkes reveals. anti-Semitiem 
like the atom, is itself an apparently very «mall. affair 
but its effects can shake the carth 


The Modern Political Variety 


Since the author had to. make clear to his readere as 
concisely as possible the whole lay-out of the problem 
to-day, he wisely confined his study in time to the present 
period of political anti-Semitism-—a magnificent piece of 
self-denial in one who is a recognised authority on the 
religious anti-Semitiom of former years With burning 
clarity he throws a veritable searchlight on to the whole 
present-day process. of. employing anti-Semitiom as a most 
effective political weapon, sometimes deliberately. in the 
case Of Dlackguards. sometimes instinctively, in the case of 
the morally debilitated 

Very wisely he tays ereat emphasis on the subjective 
problem, pointing out that when it comes to. considering 
matters concerning Jews in general, 9% per cent of non-Jews 
probably a large number of Jews also—~—are slightiv 
unbalanced." A phrase of masterly understatement!. He 
illustrates this. vividly by citing the utterly ridiculous out- 
borsts Of Mr. Churchill and Tue Times on the occasion 
of Moyne's. assassination On no ether subiect would two 
generally sane British institutions make such. very painful 
fools of themselves in public It does not need a great dea! 
of thought to realise in the light of this’ evidence how 
perilous this_anti-Semitism business can be. or to appreciate 
the sanity and mental discipline required to write of it 
with the judicial impartiality and sober objecctiveness which 
Dr. Parkes reveals 

There are, of course, some of Dr Parkes’s estimates 
and conclusions ‘with which some may disagree. In his 
reference to the “chosen people concept, he correctly 
estimates the significance of this for Jews and its strictly 
limited connotation when it enters into the average Jew's 
thoughts——which it very rarely does. But he scarcely does 
justice to the astonishing scnsitivencss of many.cven in- 
telligent as he sugecsts. hristians 
~<to this much-exagecrated Jewish national feature Again 
when he refers to Jewish contemm for the Gentile. it is 
felt that he does not sufficiently impress that this emotion. 
where it is felt. is absolutely on all fours with every other 
group's reaction at the same ieve). neither more nor . less 

Nothing could illustrate better the egrcat human under- 
standing and sensitivences which Dr. Parkes has brought 
to his subject than his treatment of the problem creatcd 
by the effects of his position on the Jew himself. Truly 
the English-speaking world owes Dr. Parkes a. dett for 
this fine little book. which ought to be read by everyone 
who claims to participation in any way in the settling of 
political destiny..even if it amounts only to the marking of 
an election ballot paper. For his scrupulous justice to the 
Jewish point of view—which is all that Jews have ever 
asked—he may be sure of Jewish appreciation 


The Positive Sides of the Problem 


Quite properly. Dr. Parkes had only the opportunity in 
his. brilliant ‘“* Penguin’ for a few brief and succinct 
pointers towards the positive cure, the only direct cure 
apart from the long. slow process of civilising man by 
education. for the. problem of anti-Semitism. But with the 
positive cure itself he had dealt previously in an admirable 
little pamphict “* Palestine Yesterday and Te-morrow.”’ pub- 
lished by the: British Association for the Jewish Nationa 
Home in Palestine (18, Manchester Square, W.1) 

Approaching the Zionist question from the angle of the 
question of Palestine. Dr. Parkes gives a lucid and compact 
summing-up of the whole, position and in the process 
blows sky hieh a ereat many of the. arguments laboriously 
and sometimes unscrupulously devised to oppose the gencral 
thesis of Zionism. As is his wont, he approaches the 
problem with complete impartiality, examining it detachedly 
and never forgetting that it is a real probiem only in so 
far as it touches rea! people on all sides. 

Although this valuable little pamphlet was written before 
the report of the great soil conservation enginecr, Lowder- 
milk, was available in this country, Dr. Parkes’s contribution 
is in no way vitiated by the tremendous possibilities which 
the full development of the country opens up. Indeed, 
it Is to be hoped that the publishers will see their way 
to issuing a second edition of this excelient little bookiet 
because the time was never more urgent for clear and lucid 
thinking on this question, and Dr. Parkes’s rare ability 
in brushing away the fog and confusion and getting the 
real framework of problems into the daylight cannot 
be too often devoted to Palestine’s political difficulties. 

For Jews this booklet is of great use in keeping clear 
the essential outlines of a question which is literally one 
of life and death to them as Jews. For non-Jews it Would 
he difficult to imagine a more salutary introduction to a 
subject which is so often talked about but so rarely under- 
stood. GJ. 


LONDON JEWISH HOSPITAL 
Urgent Need for Nurses 


At the annual Court of Governors of the London 
Jewish Hospital, held at Kingsway Hall last week, 
there was on view an architect's model of the 
proposed extended hospital. Linder this. plan the 
number of beds would be increased to between 150 
and 170, including private wards, fer which there 
was a demand; there would be a pathological 
department ; room for research: comfortable nurses’ 
quarters, and a synagogue 

Emphasis was laid, during the discussion. on the 
urgent need of Jewish nurses and on the improved 
and healthy conditions provided by this hospital 

Dr. J. Burnford presided, in the absence (owing 
to serious illness in the family) of Lord Reading 

Major F. M. Green. O.B.E.. Chairman of the 
Council, moved the adoption of the report and 
accounts. He referred to the enormous difficulties 
with which they were faced when the hospital was 
bombed and how nearly they had had to close it 
in October, 1940. Dr. J. Bufnford, their Vice- 
President and Medical Superintendent. the Matron. 
and the Secretary in particular, said Major Green. 
had made possible the continued working of the 
hospital 

At present, he continued, they had only one-third 


of their pre-war beds in use, with 24 nurses as against . 


60. Their chief worry for the future was. lack of 
staff, especially nurses.. Since 1923, when the hos- 
pital was recognised as a training school, 154 
nurses had obtained their State registration there: 
of these 76 had been Jewish. and of the 76, 24 had 
been refugees. He was glad to say that as far as 
that hospital was concerned the harsh discipline and 
long hours complained of in the nursing profession 
were not true. Student nurses were paid £40, £45. 
and £50, during thejr three years’ training: they 
got board. lodging. washing, and use of uniform 
The hours were 96 a fortnight, 28 days’ holiday a 
year with pay, and additional holiday allowance 


Child-Guidance Clinic Taken Over 
Major Green also reported that they had now 


taken over the East London Child Guidance Clinic. 


under Dr. Emmanuel Miller. 

For. the future, they were convinced that the 
hospital had to be kept completely up to date in 
buildings and equipment and thereforé they had 
mstructed their achitects to prepare a preliminary 
plan. He hoped it would be put mito effect as soon 
as the overioad on building was-cased. 

Mr. J. E. Pesnansky seconded the adeption of 
the report. 

The report and accounts were adopted 

On the motion of Major Green, seconded by Mr. 
J}. C. Gilbert, an amendment to’ the Apticles of 
Association was carried, making it possible for the 
Council to co-opt an unhmited number of mem- 
bers thitherto they had power to co-opt only up 
to one-third of their membership): In supporting 
this motion. Mrs. Liebster spoke of the need for 
young people with imagination and courage to work 
for the hospital. | 

A vote of thanks to the Hon. Medical Staff, pro-

J. C. Gilbert. was. responded to by Dr. L. Mandel, 
who paid a tribute to those physicians and surgeons 
who managed to visit the hospital regularly even in 
the most trying times when they had many calls on 
them |

BAYSWATERS TREASURES 


The Sefer Torah recently presented to the Bays 
water Synagogue m memory of the late Leon Lewitt 
has a special claam to distinction Inscribed m 
Palestine, it arrived here while hostilities were still 
im progress, and m is believed to be the first Sefer 
Torah to be browght to this country from Eretz 
Yisrael since the war began in 1939 The laree 
and clear scrim, | am told by one who has scen a, 
is Hebrew calligraphy at itt« very best. Bayvewater 
by the way, narrowly escaped the war-time fate 
the only two United Synagogues —the Great and the 
Central—older than usctf. A bomb which fell os 
an adjacent house did demolmh part of the Syna- 
gorue property. Prompt action by air-ranl wardens 
on another occasion prevented some mocendiaries 
from doing really serious damage. Succot saw the 
return of some of the Synagogue’s treasures, which 
had been sent to safety durine the war. The flap 
ping linen screens in the north wall which annoyed 
worshippers for so many years have been dis- 
placed by the return of the beautiful stamed-glass 
windows symbolising Pesach and Shavuot, which 
were presenied by their sOns in memory of Rabbs 
Sir Hermann and Lady Gollancz, and the mag- 
nificent parochet of cloth of gold is again in its 
rightful place. The cloth of gold was orminally the 
property of an Indian Rajah, from whom was 
bought by the late Lord Duveen. He in turn sold 
it to the family which presented @ to the Syna- 
gogue. And when the Cohanim washed on Sunday 
before pronouncing the priestly biessing, they were 
again able to use the lovely silver ewer and bowl.

WAS gratified to observe that the Autumn 
Fashion Parades at Messrs. Selfridges are being 
made very accessible to Service women, in view

The models 
shown are all utility, very economically priced, but 
with a wide choice of the latest and most up-to-date 
styles and the finest workmanship and finish. 

Of course, if the girl leaving the Services is 
possessed of funds, she will have garnered quite a 
number of notions for furs from a Victory Parade 
held last week at the Dorchester Hotel by the 
National Fur Company. There were some lovely 
furs shown, and the company have called into play 
superb workmanship to help out their collection by 
novel methods of working available furs to replace 
those difficult to obtain. Thus, for example, they 
show a coat of civet cat and skunk, which ts a most 
attractive model, and a coat of blended musquash 
which has been cleverly worked to look like mink. 

A new fur introduced is phantom otter, which 
looks like nutria. at present very difficult to find. 

Fur coats are brought right up to date by details 
such as the new yoke. back, the long full-length 
revers, the open blouse sleeve, and the bishop 
sleeve caught into a tight cuff. and above all the 
superimposing of lots of chunky jewellery, gold 
buttons, and ornaments. 

The general trend in clothes shown, which includes 
the utility models, is for skirts to be slightly longer 
and to swing even more pronouncedly than before. 
Shoulders are still square, but not exaggerated. 
Pockets play an ever-increasing part on most of the 
new coats for the colder days. They can be bold 
patch affairs, really operating as pockets, into which 
ration books and general papers can be stuffed 
without any fear of causing a bulge, or they. can 
be concealed but none the less real pockets, which 
serve equally well. Or they can be just ornamental 
pockets that trim the coat, but must not, on pain 
ol destroying the whole eflect, contain anything 
more serious than a gossamer hankie 


W aistlines 


Wasstlines tend towards the naturai, but are not 
too much emphasised. Some of the new models 
have a back belt, or half belt. and often much stitch- 
ing or even tucking to achieve the eflect desired. 
Afternoon frocks are designed on classical lines, 
fitting rather tightly to the figure, but with sufficient 
swathing not to require too much corset foundation. 

Coats and skirts still figure prominently in 
autumn collections. The coats are slightly longer 
than of late. and are-made to fit: easily and com- 
fortably. while at the same time giving a becoming 
line. Materials vary from attractive fancy tweeds 
to plain herringbone suitings, admirable tor wear 
under. a top coat or fur coat. 

Most of. the utility models are designed with a 
view to supplying the omnibus needs of the woman 
who is building up a wardrobe from scratch. Thus 
the odd coat which is such a. valuable stand-by is 
an important factor in most shows. It is fashioned 
as a. short’ box coat with pockets at comfortable 
wrist ‘level; Or as the longer, more formal, coat 
almogt reaching into a swagger. Bright shades of 
crimson, cherry, or emerald are favourites for this 
coat, which looks as well. over a frock as over a 
tailored skirt 

The ‘hooded coat is still seen, a practical fashion 
for the -woman lucky enough to travel or forced 
by her job to leave home in the cold, grey dawn. 
There is, however, less seen this autumn ‘of con- 
trasting colours in coats, or for that matter in cos- 
tumes either. A striped tweed costume is very 
smart, with the stripes erther diagonal or horizontal 
according to individual Lasie. 

But colours for the most part tend to revert to 
the self-matching period of some time before the 
war. A coat with matching costume and hat are 
all worn in exactly the same hue - Most of the smart 
coats have hats made of the same material. 

The utility. parade mentioned above concluded 
with the conventional wedding group, designed to 
provide the necessary equipment for a conventional 
white wedding. at utility prices. There is nothing 
skimped or mean in the white satin gown. It is 
ankle Jength, and has a gouu swing to balance the 
long lines of the bodice.. The tiny attendants wear 
charming little frocks of goffered: ninon, which also 
are. inexpensive, and are practical as dancjng or 
party trocks after the great occasion.
